To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Andover  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  quaUfied  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Andover  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  vote  (official  ballot)  on  the  following  ques- 
tion: "Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  be 
adopted  in  this  town?" 

3.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  town  government  for  the  en- 
suing year,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same.  (Esti- 
mate $5,500). 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  highways 
and  bridges  under  the  following  items : 

a.  General  town  road  maintenance.  (Estimate 
$10,000). 

b.  General  highway  expense.  (Estimate  $3,500). 

c.  Blacktop  and  asphalt.  (Estimate  $3,500). 

d.  Town  road  aid.  ($679.66  is  town's  share  to 
match  $4,531.09  from  state). 

e.  Purchase  of  new  equipment. 

f.  Street  lights.  (Present  service:  White  Mt. 
Power  Co.  $700— Public  Service  Co.  for  Flag- 
hole  lights  $135). 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  combine  the  two 
road  agent  districts  and  elect  one  road  agent  annually. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  assume  all  fire 
fighting  costs  for  mobile  equipment,  as  outlined  in  the 
proposed  plan  recommended  in  the  selectmen's  report. 


_  7.     To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  protec- 
tion of  persons  and  propertj'^  under  the  following  items : 

a.  Police  department.  (Estimate  $100). 

b.  Fire  department.   (Estimate  $2,000  if  Article 
6  is  adopted). 

c.  Fire  department,  general  expenses.  (Estimate 
$400,  but  not  required  if  Article  6  is  adopted). 

d.  Payments  to  fire  precincts.  (Not  required  if 
Article  6  is  adopted). 

e.  Civil  defense  expenditures.  (Estimate  $200). 

f.  White  pine  blister  rust.  (State  requests  $400). 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  care  of 
the  cemeteries.  (Estimate  $400). 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Mem.orial 
Day  flags. 

10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  use  of 
the  town  hbraries.  ($500  w^as  raised  in  1953). 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  town  health  department,  as  fol- 
lows : 

a.  General  expenses,  which  cover  dump  mainte- 
nance, vital  statistics  and  miscellaneous.  (Esti- 
mate $400). 

b.  Salary  of  a  district  nurse.  ($2,200  in  1953). 

c.  Replacement  and/or  maintenance  of  nurse  car. 
(Estimate  $1,600  for  purchase  and  mainte- 
nance of  new  car — $600  minimum  for  repair 
and  maintenance  of  old  car) . 

d.  Contributions  for  support  of  Franklin  and  New 
London  hospitals.  ($150  each  in  1953). 

12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  taking  care 
of  the  poor,  including  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  sol- 
diers and  their  families.  (Estimate  $4,500). 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  continued  improvements  at 
the  bathing  beach  at  Highland  Lake. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee 
Region.

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  an  offer  of  $50 
from  Selectman  Albert  F.  Hoyt  for  the  40-acre  Henry 
Austin  woodlot  on  the  Philbrick  road. 

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


We  are  glad  to  report  a  good  town  financial  standing 
at  the  end  of  1953.  While  the  total  appropriated  was 
about  $500  more  than  for  1952,  actual  expenditures 
were  lower  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  amounts 
spent  for  town  government,  public  health,  highways 
and  poor  relief,  all  were  less  than  in  1952;  leaving  an 
unexpended  appropriation  balance  of  $1,226.91,  to 
compare  with  an  overdraft  of  $2,833.80  at  the  end  of 
the  year  before. 

As  revenue  outside  of  taxes  held  up  well  and  exceed- 
ed estimates,  the  town  has  gained  an  additional 
$2,725.80  in  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities,  for  a  total 
of  $11,260.03  at  the  year's  end. 

To  complete  the  summary  for  1953,  and  before  tak- 
ing up  a  discussion  of  the  1954  warrant  in  greater  de- 
tail, we  wish  to  point  out  three  significant  changes 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  town  set-up  during  the 
year. 

(1)  A  revaluation  of  nearly  all  classes  of  taxable 
property  was  made  by  your  selectmen  last  spring,  rais- 
ing the  total  valuation  of  the  town  from  $1,719,925  to 
$2,154,860.  You  will  find  a  discussion  of  this  move  on 
the  page  preceding  the  itemized  list  of  property  valua- 
tions in  the  back  of  this  report. 

(2)  By  the  election  of  the  same  man  to  serve  as 
road  agent  at  each  end  of  the  town  at  the  last  town 
meeting,  the  town  has  had  an  opportunity  to  observe 
for  one  year  the  trial  of  a  one-road-agent  system.  Since 
this  was  brought  about  by  coincidence  and  not  by 
formal  vote  of  the  town,  you  will  still  proceed  to  elect 
a  road  or  road  agents  by  districts  again  this  year. 
Under  Article  5  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  make 
this  change  permanent  if  you  wish  to  do  so. 

(3)  Since  October  1st  the  town  has  been  without 
the  services  of  a  district  nurse,  and  no  qualified  candi- 
dates are  in  sight  as  we  go  to  press.  More  about  this 
under  Health  Department  notes. 
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Town  Government.  We  believe  the  town  should 
raise  the  same  $5,500  appropriation  as  in  1953.  This  is 
an  election  year,  bringing  additional  expense  for  elec- 
tion and  registration  which  will  about  offset  the  insur- 
ance bill  falling  due  in  1953.  Unless  otherwise  instruct- 
ed your  selectmen  will  continue  to  add  a  few  new  town 
hall  chairs  to  replace  those  wearing  out. 

Last  year's  high  school  students  volunteered  to  paint 
the  interior  of  the  town  hall,  if  the  town  would  supply 
the  paint,  and  their  offer  was  accepted.  Time  ran  out 
before  the  ceiling  could  be  finished,  and  arrangements 
will  be  made  to  complete  the  job.  As  of  January  1st 
Victor  E.  Phelps  will  act  as  janitor  of  the  hall,  and  any 
arrangements  for  its  use  should  be  made  with  him. 

Highways  and  Bridges.  With  no  disastrous  rains  and 
washouts  in  1953,  and  very  mild  winter  conditions  at 
the  year's  end,  the  town  road  maintenance  account  has 
kept  within  its  appropriation  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years.  A  $400  overdraft  in  the  general  highway  expense 
account  was  caused  by  the  purchase  of  a  higher  mold- 
board  snow  plow  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  for  use 
in  handling  the  deeper  snows.  For  asphalt  patch  and 
surface  treatment  $291  more  was  spent  than  appro- 
priated. Here  is  a  place  where  we  feel  it  is  poor  economy 
not  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  protect  the  town's  in- 
vestment in  hard  surface  roads. 

The  major  items  on  the  road  program  during  the 
year  were  (1)  an  asphalt  surface  on  the  new  construc- 
tion on  Flaghole  Road,  (2)  an  extension  of  TRA  con- 
struction on  Chase  Hill  past  the  six  homes  at  the  end 
of  the  blacktop,  and  improvement  of  the  drainage,  (3) 
another  strip  of  new  TRA  across  the  end  of  the  Dyers 
road,  eliminating  the  last  cut  and  the  old  stone  culvert 
at  the  McKeage  Hollow,  and  continuing  up  to  the  foot 
of  Marston  Hill,  (4)  widening,  ditching  and  graveling 
the  west  side  of  Bachelder  Hill,  and  (5)  the  same  down 
the  steep  hill  west  from  the  Taunton  Hill  corner. 

At  this  time  we  recommend  the  same  appropriations 
for  highway  items  as  in  1953.  The  warrant  has  been 
left  open  (Article  4e)  to  allow  for  the  purchase  of  any 
new  equipment,  if  conditions  during  the  remainder  of 
the  winter  should  make  such  purchase  advisable.  As 
time  goes  on  it  becomes  more  apparent  that  the  one 
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piece  of  heavy  equipment  which  would  do  the  town  the 
most  good  would  be  a  medium  sized  gfi'ader,  equipped 
with  a  wing  for  rolling  back  snow  banks.  With  such  a 
machine  at  hand  when  needed,  our  gravel  roads  could 
be  widened,  ditched  and  kept  in  much  better  surface 
condition  all  through  the  year.  At  present  we  must 
depend  upon  hired  equipment,  taking  it  when  and  if  it 
is  available,  which  is  often  not  when  it  is  needed  most. 

Fire  Department.  Since  the  whole  town  is  dependent 
upon  the  two  precinct  fire  companies  for  fire  protection 
(there  is  no  other),  and  losses  by  fire  and  the  benefits 
of  taxable  property  saved  from  destruction,  are  shared 
proportionately  by  all  taxpayers  of  the  town  regard- 
less of  where  the  fires  may  occur,  there  seems  no  logical 
reason  why  the  cost  of  maintaining  all  mobile  fire  fight- 
ing equipment  should  not  be  shared  in  the  same  man- 
ner. 

In  the  beginning  our  two  precincts  acquired  such 
modest  fire-fighting  equipment  as  they  could  aff'ord ;  at 
their  own  expense,  and  for  their  own  protection.  The 
demand  for  better  fire  protection  grew,  and  the  whole 
town  began  to  look  more  and  more  to  the  precinct  com- 
panies for  that  protection.  The  town  has  gradually  rec- 
ognized its  responsibility  in  the  matter  and  increased 
its  financial  aid  to  the  precincts. 

Now  the  town  pays  something  like  one-half  of  the 
total  fire  protection  bill,  the  rest  being  borne  by  those 
citizens  who  live  in  the  village  precincts.  This  precinct 
share  is  raised  through  an  extra  precinct  tax  at  East 
Andover,  and  is  taken  out  of  water  rent  receipts  at  An- 
dover.  These  same  precinct  residents  also  help  pay  the 
town's  share  on  their  regular  tax  bills,  which  is  a  form 
of  double  taxation. 

A  Proposed  Plan  for  Fire  Department  Financing 

Each  year  between  January  1st  and  20th  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  Andover  Village  District  and  the  East 
Andover  Fire  Precinct  shall  submit  to  the  selectmen 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining 
their  respective  fire  departments  (including  needed  new 
and  replacement  equipment),  for  inclusion  in  the  town 
meeting  warrant  and  budget  as  a  regular  appropriation 
for  fire  protection  purposes.

These  estimates  would  include  all  items  for  the  pur- 
chase, operation,  maintenance,  housing  and  heating  of 
mobile  fire  fighting  equipment  in  both  precinct  fire  sta- 
tions. During  the  year  all  fire  bills  would  be  approved 
first  by  the  commissioners  in  the  precinct  in  which  they 
originate,  given  to  the  selectmen,  and  paid  by  the  town 
as  are  other  bills. 

Regularly  enrolled  firemen  in  both  companies  would 
be  paid  for  work  at  all  fires,  including  those  in  the  pre- 
cincts. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance  would  be  car- 
ried by  the  town  on  regularly  enrolled  firemen  (as  at 
present) ,  and  the  cost  thereof  would  be  included  in  the 
regular  fire  appropriation. 

Limitations  and  Exceptions.  The  proposed  plan  is 
limited  to  financing  only,  and  in  no  way  affects  the  or- 
ganization of  the  precincts  or  their  fire  companies.  It 
would  leave  to  them  the  rights  to  manage  and  maintain 
the  equipment  in  their  respective  fire  stations,  to  elect 
their  own  precinct  and  fire  company  officers,  and  to 
raise  and  expend  additional  funds  by  taxation  or  other 
method,  for  any  special  purposes  or  equipment  they 
might  desire. 

The  only  items  not  covered  by  this  plan  would  be : 

1.  Any  salary  paid  to  firemen  in  addition  to  the  hourly 
wage  for  services  at  fires  would  be  optional  with  the 
precincts,  and  at  their  own  expense. 

2.  Any  proposal  for  the  construction  of  a  new  fire  sta- 
tion (or  the  replacement  of  an  existing  one),  in 
either  precinct,  would  be  voted  upon  by  the  town 
as  a  separate  article  and  not  included  in  the  regular 
appropriation  request. 

3.  Andover  Village  District's  underground  water  and 
hydrant  system  would  be  left  to  the  district  to 
maintain  as  at  present,  but  the  21/2"  hydrant  hose 
carried  on  the  fire  truck  would  be  included,  since 
this  may  be  used  anywhere  in  town  with  proper 
couplings  and  adapters.  The  omission  of  the  hy- 
drant system  would  seem  entirely  fair,  since  the 
residents  of  the  district  receive  the  benefit  of  insur- 
ance rate  savings  far  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  hydrants.  This  benefit  is  not  shared  by 
the  rest  of  the  town. 
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Results  of  the  New  Plan.  Precinct  taxation  would 
be  eliminated  in  the  East  Andover  Fire  Precinct,  except 
for  any  special  or  additional  purposes  which  the  voters 
of  that  precinct  cared  to  make. 

The  water  rent  receipts  now  expended  by  Andover 
Village  District  in  maintaining  its  fire  equipment  (ex- 
cept hydrants)  would  be  saved  by  the  district,  and 
would  be  available  to  (1)  build  up  a  reserve  fund  for 
the  maintenance  and  eventual  replacement  of  its  water 
system,  or  (2)  reduce  its  charge  for  water  rent  if  it  did 
not  elect  to  build  up  a  reserve. 

The  plan  would  provide  more  efficient  financing  of 
necessary  equipment  at  either  end  of  the  town  where 
needed,  particularly  in  the  case  of  emergencies.  Now, 
if  an  emergency  arises  necessitating  major  repairs  or 
replacement  of  destroyed  equipment,  the  precincts  with 
their  smaller  financial  support  are  hard  pressed  to  meet 
the  cost.  Often  the  equipment  cannot  be  replaced  for 
some  time,  and  during  that  interval  neither  company, 
lacking  proper  equipment,  can  give  maximum  service 
to  the  town. 

Your  selectmen  believe  that  the  adoption  of  this  new 
plan  would  result  in  better  fire  protection,  more  fairly 
distribute  the  cost  than  at  present,  and  greatly  simplify 
the  handling  of  fire  bills.  It  is  difficult  to  present  a  logi- 
cal reason  why  fire  protection  should  not  be  financed  on 
the  same  basis  as  highways,  street  lights,  public  health, 
or  any  other  town  department.  Article  6  offers  an  op- 
portunity to  vote  on  this  proposition,  which  seems  to 
have  the  endorsement  of  about  everyone  with  whom 
we  have  discussed  it.  Article  7  is  so  worded  as  to  make 
appropriation  possible  under  either  the  new  or  the 
present  plan. 

Health  Department.  As  stated  previously,  we  have 
no  district  nurse  nor  immediate  prospects  of  securing 
one.  We  do  not  know  whether  the  reason  lies  mainly  in 
a  shortage  of  nurses  or  in  an  inadequate  salary  offered 
as  compared  with  opportunities  elsewhere.  We  have  in- 
spected the  1949  Plymouth  car  used  by  the  nurse,  and 
feel  that  if  the  town  is  to  continue  the  district  nurse 
program  it  should  also  provide  a  new  car  for  her  use, 
rather  than  attempt  to  re-condition  and  maintain  the 
old  one.  This  would  mean  an  appropriation  of  around 
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$1,600,  in  addition  to  whatever  is  raised  for  a  nurse's 
salary.  The  salvage  value  of  the  old  car  (except  on  a 
trade  in)  would  be  less  than  $500. 

One  solution  might  be  to  offer  a  considerably  higher 
salary,  to  include  the  use  of  a  nurse's  own  car. 

Making  health  examinations  of  all  pupils  in  our 
schools  was  one  of  the  duties  of  our  district  nurse.  Since 
Mrs.  Hearn  resigned  early  in  the  present  school  year, 
these  were  not  made  before  she  left.  The  nursing  com- 
mittee has  arranged  to  have  the  examinations  made  by 
the  New  London  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Spiller,  and  the 
committee  members  are  assisting  in  making  out  the 
required  records.  This  work  has  been  started  in  Janu- 
ary, as  this  report  goes  to  press. 

Town  Dumps.  The  new  town  dump  off  the  plains 
road  now  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily.  After  a 
few  sad  experiences  most  of  the  bugs  have  been  ironed 
out  of  the  maintenance  problem.  Road  Agent  Donal 
Miller  has  been  in  charge.  Last  year  your  selectmen 
purchased  additional  land  from  Francis  Lorden  across 
the  bottom  of  the  dump,  and  there  is  now  room  to  main- 
tain a  fire  break  around  the  growing  dump  for  years  to 
come.  While  it  was  exceeded  last  year,  we  feel  that  $400 
to  take  care  of  dumps  and  other  health  items  should  be 
sufficient. 

In  connection  with  health  matters  we  wish  to  men- 
tion the  gift  by  Lawrence  Pohle  of  the  wheel  chair, 
crutches  and  other  invalid  supplies  used  by  his  father, 
the  late  Richard  F.  Pohle.  Since  the  elder  Mr.  Pohle  had 
always  resided  in  the  east  end  of  the  town,  his  son  has 
suggested  that  this  equipment  might  properly  be  kept 
at  the  East  Andover  library,  be  available  as  needed 
through  the  district  nurse  or  nursing  committee,  and 
for  record  purposes  be  checked  out  to  users  by  the 
librarian  in  much  the  same  manner  as  books. 

Highland  Lake  Bathing-  Beach.  Our  excellent  bath- 
ing beach  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  summer  recrea- 
tion spot  for  townspeople,  summer  residents,  and  out- 
siders as  well.  After  one  hectic  week-end  at  the  start 
of  last  summer,  when  things  got  somewhat  out  of  hand, 
your  selectmen  and  road  agent  got  together  to  reorgan- 
ize and  improve  the  set-up  so  that  things  could  be  kept 
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under  control  with  a  minimum  of  supervision.  Picnick- 
ing, dogs  and  motor  boat  launching  were  ruled  off  the 
beach,  and  a  new  picnic  area  provided  in  the  grove  near 
the  parking  lot.  More  money  was  spent  than  the  $100 
appropriated,  but  we  feel  that  the  results  obtained,  and 
the  public  appreciation  shown  for  the  improvements, 
justified  the  expenditure.  We  wish  to  thank  Herbert 
and  Ruth  Agoos  for  making  and  securing  contributions 
amounting  to  $60  to  help  defray  the  cost,  and  the  boys 
and  girls  of  the  East  Andover  4-H  Clubs  for  their  fine 
work  in  helping  to  keep  the  beach  clean. 

The  town  is  beginning  to  carve  out  a  recreation  spot 
of  which  it  can  be  justly  proud,  and  which  is  the  envy 
of  many  surrounding  towns  which  do  not  enjoy  similar 
facilities.  If  there  are  any  residents  who  are  still  not 
familiar  with  what  the  town  has  to  offer,  we  urge  them 
to  inspect  and  use  the  beach  and  picnic  area  next  sum- 
mer. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  $200  this 
year  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  area  further. 

Town  Poor.  Relief  costs  again  went  down  in  1953. 
While  the  picture  could  change  rapidly  for  the  worse  in 
a  time  of  general  unemployment  or  severe  weather  con- 
ditions, we  feel  that  we  can  safely  recommnd  appropria- 
tion of  at  last  $500  less  than  last  year.  This  is  one  of 
those  accounts,  like  police  and  fire,  where  necessary 
expenditures  must  be  met  whether  sufficient  money  is 
appropriated  or  not. 

Austin  Lot.  The  last  article  in  the  warrant,  asking 
approval  for  the  sale  of  the  Henry  Austin  woodlot  on 
the  Philbrick  Road  to  Selectman  Albert  F.  Hoyt,  is 
offered  as  a  matter  of  ethics,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
charges  of  a  town  officer  illegally  acquiring  town  prop- 
erty for  his  own  personal  advantage.  The  tract  in  ques- 
tion is  of  little  value  and  useful  to  him  only  to  straight- 
en out  his  other  property  lines,  which  now  surround  the 
Austin  tract  entirely  except  for  the  frontage  on  the  old 
road. 

Comments  on  1954  Budget.  We  would  like  to  pre- 
dict no  higher  taxes  in  1954.  Insofar  as  the  town  meet- 
ing appropriations  are  concerned  this  can  be  accom- 
plished if  all  non-essentials  are  eliminated.  The  action 
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taken  regarding  a  town  nurse  will  be  a  big  factor.  If  no 
nurse  is  on  the  job  by  town  meeting  day  the  town  will 
have  been  without  one  for  over  five  months  and 
through  one  whole  winter  season.  You,  as  voters,  must 
decide  how  badly  one  has  been  missed  and  whether  you 
wish  to  provide  the  additional  money  required  to  rein- 
state the  program  and  obtain  a  new  car. 

Another  item,  probably  not  vitally  essential,  is  the 
street  lighting  in  Flaghole.  No  one  wishes  to  give  up 
something  he  is  now  enjoying,  but  an  equally  good 
argument  can  be  built  up  for  providing  new  street 
lights  in  other  outlying  sections  of  the  town.  With 
reference  to  street  lighting,  a  new  raise  in  rates  has 
been  granted  to  the  Public  Service  Company  of  New 
Hampshire  as  this  report  goes  to  press.  Since  this  com- 
pany supplies  most  of  the  power  to  other  utility  outfits 
it  is  probable  that  our  street  lights  will  cost  us  approxi- 
mately 6%  more  than  the  figures  in  the  warrant  and 
budget. 

Andover's  share  of  the  Merrimack  County  tax  this 
year  will  be  $1,573.09  more  than  in  1953,  according  to 
figures  received  from  the  county  treasurer. 

The  budget  presented  by  the  school  board  also  calls 
for  a  12%  increase  of  $5,779  over  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  schools  one  year  ago,  caused  by  declining 
revenue  from  tuitions  and  other  outside  sources. 
Whether  any  cuts  may  be  made  here  can  only  be  decided 
by  the  school  meeting. 

If  town  appropriations  can  be  held  to  approximately 
last  year's  level  the  additional  county  tax  and  school 
money  alone  would  increase  the  1954  tax  rate  about 
$3.50  per  $1,000,  for  a  rate  of  over  $40.

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REPORT  OF  VICTOR  E.  PHELPS 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Once  again  we  have  been  most  fortunate  as  far  as 
forest  fire  damage  in  our  own  town  is  concerned. 

The  1953  score:  two  small  forest  fires  near  Bradley 
Lake  and  on  the  mountain  near  the  Danbury  town  line, 
one  on  the  railroad  right-of-way  near  Sucker  Brook, 
and  three  other  minor  railroad  grass  fires. 

The  major  fire  on  Grantham  Mt.  was  another  matter, 
in  which  about  every  available  man  in  Andover  took 
part  at  one  time  or  another.  The  10-man  crews  which 
help  fight  this  fire  almost  daily  from  start  to  finish  gave 
a  good  account  for  themselves  and  earned  a  reputation 
for  being  among  the  best  on  the  job.  Total  Andover 
payrolls  for  the  Grantham  fire  amounted  to  $2,230.74, 
for  v/hich  the  State  has  reimbursed  the  town  in  full. 

Andover  later  assisted  the  Town  of  Hill  in  containing 
a  fire  near  our  own  town  line  in  the  Tucker  Mt.  area,  for 
which  we  have  also  been  reimbursed. 

I  want  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  at  Grantham 
and  Hill,  and  also  those  employers  who  cooperated  so 
well  in  letting  their  men  ofi"  to  assist.  Picking  up  a  10- 
man  crew  almost  daily,  sometimes  on  very  short  notice, 
for  both  day  work  and  night  duty,  was  often  no  easy 
matter  in  the  middle  of  the  busy  season.  That  we  were 
able  to  fill  our  quota  almost  100%  speaks  well  for  the 
cooperation  of  everyone. 

It  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  such  a  catastrophe  as 
Grantham  could  happen  in  our  own  town,  and  we  might 
be  in  need  of  similar  assistance  from  outside.  All  fire 
rules  remain  about  the  same  for  1954 :  NO  OUTSIDE 
FIRES  WITHOUT  PERMITS  FROM  THE  WARDEN. 

Andover's  record  has  been  excellent.  Let's  try  to  keep 
it  that  way.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


Andover's  Civil  Defense  organization  has  been  mak- 
ing steady,  but  slow,  progress.  Some  of  it  has  been  for- 
ward, some  back. 

The  unpleasant  consequences  to  Andover  of  modern 
war  can  be  seen  by  all  clearly  enough  to  scare  the  living 
daylights  out  of  us.  At  the  same  time  all  of  us,  includ- 
ing the  undersigned,  are  becomingly  increasingly  good 
at  kidding  ourselves  that  we  don't  have  to  do  anything 
about  it  just  yet.  This  is  a  dangerous  state  of  mind. 

The  Observation  Post  operated  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Air  Force  through  November  when  Chief  Observer 
Charlie  Sargent  resigned  and  since  then  the  place  has 
gone  to  pot.  Your  Director  has  asked  a  steadily  growing- 
list  of  citizens  to  take  on  the  job,  so  far  without  success. 
When  we  do  find  another  Chief  Observer  we  have  spe- 
cial permission  to  have  the  Observers  do  their  plane 
spotting  at  home  rather  than  at  the  Post.  This  plan 
should  reduce  the  cost  to  the  town,  make  it  easier  for 
the  Observers  and  at  the  same  time  actually  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Post. 

The  kind  of  disaster  we  are  preparing  against  de- 
mands that  each  citizen  be  mentally  prepared  for  the 
things  that  would  happen.  In  the  event  of  enemy  at- 
tack have  you  thought  through  what  would  happen  to 
you  and  what  steps  you  would  have  to  take  to  protect 
yourself  and  the  community? 

Keep  your  pantry  well  stocked  and  your  gas  tank  full.

DISTRICT  NURSE 

January  1  to  September  30,  1953 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  nursing  services  rend- 
ered through  September  30,  1953.  It  is  with  regret  that 
I  resign  and  leave  the  people  for  whom  I  have  cared 
during  the  past  five  years.  I  will  always  remember  their 
friendliness  and  help  during  this  time. 

This  is  the  first  year  I  was  not  called  for  serious 
highway  accidents,  but  I  treated  many  minor  injuries  at 
my  home.  The  grammar  school  children  were  weighed 
and  measured;  all  had  vision  and  hearing  tests.  The 
only  defects  were  those  already  noted  by  the  teacher 
and  nurse  because  of  lack  of  attention  and  poor  school 
work.  The  visits  are  classified  as  follows :

There  is  a  continual  demand  for  nursing  services  for 
the  chronic  ill,  and  transportation  for  welfare  cases  to 
doctors  or  specialists  as  needed.  There  were  many  cases 
of  pneumonia  which  required  nursing  service  and 
supervision  for  a  long  period.  Some  people  were  very 
sick  with  German  measles  and  measles  with  compli- 
cations, the  two  communicable  diseases  this  spring. 

During  the  year  I  treated  many  people  at  my  home 
or  gave  advice  until  they  were  able  to  get  medical  care. 
I  made  twenty-eight  night  and  Sunday  calls  to  care  for 
emergencies  or  the  acutely  ill. 
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In  February  I  attended  a  movie  "Malnutrition  in 
Hospital  Patients"  and  discussion  by  Dr.  Wm,  P. 
Clough,  Jr.,  given  to  New  London  Hospital  nurses. 

On  April  26th  a  state  pre-school  clinic  was  held  at  the 
Blackwater  Grange  Hall  by  Dr.  Norton  and  Mrs.  Mar- 
shall; physicals,  vaccinations  and  immunizations  were 
done  as  requested.  Attendance  is  very  low,  as  most 
parents  have  this  done  by  their  family  doctors  because 
they  work  daily  and  cannot  use  the  clinic. 

In  January  all  basketball  players  had  physicals  and 
chest  X-rays  at  New  London  Hospital  and  physicals  by 
Wm.  P.  Clough,  Jr.,  following  a  meeting  with  Miss 
Eveleth,  Mr.  Hounsell,  the  School  Board,  the  Nursing 
Committee  and  myself. 

Many  nursing  supplies  were  donated  and  used  by  the 
nurse  or  people  who  needed  the  equipment.  The  nurs- 
ing association  donated  clothing  and  medicine  when  the 
need  was  made  known  to  its  members.  Kleenex  and  all 
First  Aid  supplies  were  donated  to  all  the  schools. 

I  express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  all  who  have  don- 
ated their  services  or  equipment  to  enable  me  to  carry  a 
heavy  nursing  schedule.  Also  at  this  time  I  deeply  ap- 
preciate the  cooperation  and  help  from  the  doctors  in 
the  care  of  patients  and  emergencies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Andover  School 
District : 

It  is  a  privilege  to  report  to  you  once  again  the  con- 
dition of  your  schools. 

The  high  school  is  being  adminiistered  efficiently  due 
to  the  consistent  efforts  of  its  qualified  and  experienced 
personnel. 

It  is  providing  a  good  quality  of  training  in  a  fairly 
broad  and  useful  curriculum  while  at  the  same  time 
attempting  to  meet  the  needs  of  individual  pupils. 

There  is,  however,  the  constant  challenge  toward  im- 
provement which  is  one  of  the  goals  of  education.  Every 
school  should  always  be  aware  of  this  challenge;  and 
the  administrative  officers  and  staff  must  continuously 
assume  the  responsibility  for  leadership,  guidance  and 
effort  toward  this  end.  Pupils,  so  far  as  it  is  possible, 
and  parents  and  lay  people  as  well,  need  also  to  know 
of  the  aims  and  objectives  of  their  schools  and  be  ready 
and  willing  to  support  good  school  policies. 

It  is  my  observation  that  your  community  has  a  vital 
interest  in  its  schools,  and  through  its  Parent  Teachers' 
Association,  its  District  Nursing  Association  and  in- 
dividual citizens,  is  keeping  close  touch  with  them.  This 
is  an  excellent  thing  and  should  be  encouraged.  Both 
Superintendent  and  School  Board  appreciate  your 
efforts. 

There  are  problems  of  immediate  concern  with  which 
you  are  faced : 

You  are  one  of  the  few  communities  which  appears 
to  be  having  a  slight  decline  in  number  of  children  en- 
rolled at  high  school  level.  This  is  a  factor  of  grave  im- 
portance of  your  school  at  this  time.  You  need  to  main- 
tain, and  to  increase  if  possible,  your  tuition  pupils  if 
you  are  to  operate  your  secondary  school  without  a 
large  rise  in  cost.  In  this  age  of  competitive  enterprise, 
schools,  like  business,  must  be  in  a  position  to  compete 
if  necessary  for  the  enrollments  essential  to  maintain 
their  systems.  I  know  of  no  better  way  of  going  about 
getting  students  than  to  offer  good  courses,  to  have 
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high  grade  instruction,  to  expand  facihties  within  local 
ability  to  pay,  and  let  the  merit  of  the  school  service 
speak  for  itself. 

I  would  recommend  that  Andover  High  School 
offer  a  course  in  Auto  Driving  next  year.  It  is  inexpen- 
sive, it  can  be  arranged  with  our  present  personnel,  and 
would  be  very  worth  while  for  students  soon  to  be 
driving  on  our  highways.  Driver  training  instruction 
is  high  grade  insurance  against  automobile  accidents 
to  our  youth  on  the  road. 

I  also  believe  that  some  classes  in  music  at  the  high 
school  are  essential ;  even  if  only  to  the  extent  of  moti- 
vating good  group  singing,  and  providing  some  instru- 
mental instruction,  thus  encouraging  pupil  interest  in 
music.  The  proposal  is  possible.  A  part-time  teacher  in 
music  for  one  day  a  week  is  recommended. 

The  commercial  course  enrollment  is  small.  There  are 
no  students  taking  shorthand  this  year.  Girls  in  this 
course  with  aptitude  and  ability  should  be  required  to 
take  shorthand  as  it  is  vitally  essential  to  good  commer- 
cial training. 

In  grades  7  and  8  the  pupils  might  take  vocational 
courses  such  as  Home  Economics  and  Shops  only  two  or 
three  days  per  week  instead  of  the  five  days.  The  rest 
of  their  time  could  profitably  be  spent  in  study  of  the 
basic  fundamentals  of  mathematics,  English,  and 
Science.  This  would  better  prepare  for  the  work  at  high 
school  level.  Good  scholastic  background  is  needed  for 
good  high  school  accomplishment.  In  our  zeal  to  be 
modern  we  must  not  forget  to  retain  that  which  is  good 
in  the  old.  It  is  a  fact,  of  course,  that  education  is  not 
imposed  on  people;  only  opportunities  for  learning  can 
be  offered. 

You  may  have  in  the  community  those  who  have 
some  special  contributions  to  make.  If  any  art  is  avail- 
able through  local  sourcves,  the  Superintendent  would 
like  to  see  it  made  available  to  the  schools. 

Your  elementary  buildings  have  been  improved  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  East  Andover  School  looks  much 
better  inside  than  ever  before.  The  heating  plant  you 
installed  is  a  great  addition,  the  rooms  are  fresh  and 
clean,  the  new  desks  are  much  of  an  improvement, — 
all  these  things  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  children  and 
to  the  good  appearance  of  the  class  rooms.  I  know  you 
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feel,  as  I  do,  that  the  cleanhness  and  neatness  of  school 
rooms,  adequately  equipped  with  books,  supplies,  and 
facilities  for  teaching,  do  create  an  atmosphere  which 
favorably  affects  both  child  and  teacher  and  tend 
towards  better  conditions  for  learning. 

You  could  use  more  playground  equipment  and 
perhaps  your  local  groups  through  organized  efforts 
will  take  on  such  a  project.  The  swings  at  the  Village 
School  are  in  need  of  replacement. 

Your  hot  lunch  program  is  going  very  well  now.  It 
should  grow  to  serve  more  children.  I  believe  its  Direc- 
tor should  be  a  person  other  than  the  high  school  prin- 
cipal. He  has  plenty  to  do  without  that. 

I  feel  also  very  pleased  that  our  school  children  are 
being  given  their  physical  examinations.  There  is  need 
for  you  to  secure  a  permanent  school  nurse  for  next 
year.  I  know  your  committees  are  giving  it  full  consid- 
eration. 

You  are  all  aware,  no  doubt,  of  tlie  change  in  school 
attendance  as  required  by  the  new  law  which  was 
passed  in  the  State  Legislature  at  its  last  session.  The 
law  states  that  all  districts  which  support  a  high  school 
must  require  all  pupils  to  attend  school  until  they  reach 
the  age  of  16  years.  This  is  simply  an  effort  to  encour- 
age more  of  our  youth  to  go  to  high  school  for  at  least 
a  part  of  the  time  and  is  an  extension  of  educational 
opportunities  for  our  children. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  the  teachers  in  the 
schools  and  the  Andover  School  Board  for  tlieir  splen- 
did cooperation  and  help  during  the  past  year.  I  am 
interested  in  being  of  service  to  the  Community  of  An- 
dover as  it  plans  for  the  education  of  its  children.

These  services,  the 
financial  assistance  given  by  various  organizations  to 
the  Hot  Lunch  Program,  and  the  keen  interest  in  our 
Parent  Teacher  Association,  indicate  the  fine  commun- 
ity spirit  in  our  town  today. 

3.  The  janitors  for  their  good  work  in  keeping 
school  rooms  clean  and  healthful.  Grateful  thanks  from 
board  members  and  parents  are  due  Herman  Seavey 
for  the  work  he  did  last  summer  refinishing  the  interior 
of  the  High  School.  By  his  own  generous  offer  this  labor 
was  done  at  no  cost  to  the  School  District. 

^  4.    The  bus  drivers  and  road  agent  for  their  co-opera- 
tion and  constant  regard  for  the  safety  of  children. 

5.  Parents  and  guardians  for  making  the  attend- 
ance record  the  best  yet  —  we  hope.  Good  attendance 
contributes  to  good  learning  and  satisfactory  report 
cards.

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1953  ASSESSMENTS 


As  instructed  by  the  last  town  meeting  we  give  you 
on  the  following  pages  a  complete  list  of  assessed  valua- 
tions on  real  estate  items  for  1953.  Total  value  of  tax- 
able personal  property  is  also  given,  but  is  itemized  only 
where  exemptions  occur,  no  real  estate  is  owned,  or 
where  an  explanation  gives  a  clearer  picture.  Service 
exemptions  are  shown  ($000),  and  are  not  included  in 
the  total  value. 

Last  April  your  selectmen  made  a  careful  study  and 
revaluation  of  all  improved  real  estate  in  town,  (1)  to 
provide  fairer  distribution  of  the  tax  burden  against 
all  property,  and  (2)  to  raise  the  level  of  valuations 
more  nearly  in  line  with  current  prices. 

Heretofore  valuations  have  been  carried  along  at  pre- 
war figures,  on  the  accepted  theory  that  inflation  was 
only  temporary.  It  is  very  unlikely  that  prices  will  ever 
go  back  to  former  levels,  and  it  seems  pointless  to  carry 
on  the  deception  further.  This  is  the  trend  of  thought 
of  taxing  authorities  throughout  the  nation. 

To  some  of  you,  whose  property  has  been  under- 
assessed in  the  past,  the  revaluation  has  meant  in- 
creased taxes,  as  it  has  also  to  those  who  receive  whole 
or  partial  exemption  for  war  service.  To  others  it  has 
meant  no  appreciable  change  in  the  amount  of  tax  paid, 
or  has  even  brought  about  a  slight  reduction.  The  total 
tax  burden  spread  over  a  22^/4%  greater  total  valua- 
tion. 

We  feel  that  those  receiving  service  exemptions  are 
citizens  first,  and  veterans  afterwards.  They  continue 
to  receive  each  year  the  advantage  of  the  tax  on  $1000 
worth  of  property  over  their  non-service  neighbors. 
They  should  not  wish,  nor  can  rightfully  expect,  to 
evade  their  fair  share  of  the  tax  burden  at  the  expense 
of  others  to  whom  the  cost  is  becoming  greater  than 
they  can  bear. 

The  last  complete  list  of  valuations  was  printed  in 
1946.  During  seven  years  the  number  of  listed  property 
tax  payers  has  increased  from  511  to  586,  and  the  num- 
ber of  real  estate  items  separately  valued  from  682  to 
785.  Each  year  from  50  to  75  changes  in  ownership  are 
recorded  on  the  inventory  books. 
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We  realize  that  neither  we,  nor  any  three  men,  acting 
as  assessors,  can  set  values  on  nearly  800  real  estate 
items  to  everyone's  satisfaction.  We  have  tried  to  do 
the  job  in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner,  placing  what  we 
considered  a  just  value  on  each  item  in  relation  to  all 
the  rest.  If  any  cases  are  detected  where  injustice  has 
been  done  we  hope  that  they  will  be  called  to  our  atten- 
tion for  correction.
